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Av the close of a year which has been remark- 
able in its general history, it is our privilege to re- 
fer to the gracious providences which have sur- 
rounded our enterprise, and to present our meed 
of praise to the Ruler of the Universe for his 
guardian care and continued ing. Many cities 
and districts in our widely extended country have 
felt the desolating power of the “ pestilence which 
walket in darkness, and the destruction which 
vasteth at noonday.’ Great excitements have agi- 
ated the public mind, and sent the unnervin 

‘eams of their influence through all the ramifica- 

ms of society. Financial embarrassments and 

mmereial disasters have touched with appalling 
ower many of the great enterprises of business, 

d spread alarm and anxiety through the wide 
uwele of society! We, in common with all others, 
have felt the shock and been embarrassed by the 
prevailing depression, and the impending prospect 
that ‘the end is not yet!’’ But in no individual 
instance, ia no signal manner has our enterprise 
been singled out as one destined to suffer, or mark- 
ed by special disfavor, On the contrary, the de- 
scent of blessings upon us has been gentle and re- 
freshing as the dews of Heaven, and the tokens of 
favor from on high have been cheering to the heart, 
ind ever beckoning us onward. 


By reference to the statement of the receipts and 
expenditures of the Society during the year, here- 
with presented, it will be perceived that all our 
ivailable means have been exhausted, and that the 
treasury is now empty. We commenced the year 
with a debt of $24,844 43. We end it with this 
debt increased by $7,293 58; making our present 
indebtedness, including bills payable and current 
accounts, $32,148 01. 

The whole amount of our receipts are sixty-five 
thousand four hundred and thirty-three dollars and 
ninety-three cents. This amount falls short of that 
received the preceding year by $16,964 32. We 
record this fact with sorrow, because we have been 
deficient of the means necessary to accomplish a 
certain amount of good. We have been called 
upon for enlarged operations and more extended 
improvements necessary to the successful — 
tion of the enterprise, but we have been obliged to 
hold back for the want of means. We have been 
compelled to say to persons applying for a passage 
to Liberia, you must wait. e cannot accommo- 
date you now. Our means are exhausted ! 


When, in any case of emergency, we have made 
a special call for funds to accomplish any specific 
good, we have only had te touch the sympathetic 
chords in order to send a thrill of feeling through 
many hearts, and then suddenly we would hear 
the responsive notes rolling back r us from many 
a crowded city, from many a hill and valley, and 
secluded country dwelling! For example, to send 
a family of seventy-one persons to Liberia, we need- 
ed to raise, by special effort, the sum of $4260, and 
we asked four hundred and twenty-six of our 
friends to give us ten dollars each for this pur- 
pose. We sent to them letters explaining the case, 
ind it would do anybody’s heart good to read the 
answers they returned us! In a very short space 
f time we received responses from three hundred 
and fifty of them, with $7,164 18, which was just 
2,904 18 more than we asked them for, with the 
most encouraging assurances that their donations 
were made with a right hearty good-will and the 
most generous feelings. To such an extent was 
this the case, that many of the contributors were 
not satisfied until they had assured us that they 
would be happy to be called upon again in like cir- 
cumstances. Many of them sent us mapy times 
more than the amount we solicited. Many of them 
spoke with their friends on the subject, and forth- 
with they desired to have a share in the work. 
One gentleman having sent us $255, says, “ nearly 
all that I have sent you I have collected in the cars 
or ferry-boat as I ara passing daily to my residence 
in the country!” thus affording a beautiful illus- 
tration of the ease and facility with which a great 
amount of good may be done in a quiet way!

This was unanimously adopted, and the follow- 
ing memorial, signed by the officers and Managers, 
forwarded to the Hon. Senator Brooks, for presenta- 
tion to the Legislature. 

The New-York State Colonization Society is, 
perhaps, the most efficient auxilary in the great 
scheme ; our fellow-citizens are among the most 
zealous and liberal to carry on its objects. When 
Mr. Hunt was Governor, he forcibly advocated 
such an appropriation, as solicited, in one of his 
Annual Messages, and we think it is high time for 
this Empire State of ours to occupy common 
ground with her sister States, in public benefac- 
tions to elevate the colored man. 





MEMORIAL OF THE NEW-YORK STATE COLONIZATION SOCIETY 
TO THE LEGISLATURE OF NEW-YORK FOR AN APPROPRIA- 
TION TO AID SUGH FREE COLORED PERSONS OF NEW-YORK 
AS MAY DESIRE TO EMIGRATE TO THE REPUBLIC OF LI- 
BERIA, 


Your memorialists represent a Society which 
has now been in existence over twenty years—is 
an auxilary to the American Colonization Society 
—and its general objects are to improve the physi- 
cal and the moral condition of the free colored 
population of our own country. 

It is well known to your honorable body that 
many of the wise and good of our land believed 
that an experiment to colonize this population was 
a very desirable and practical plan for their own 
good and benefit. Hence this experiment has been 
made. Considering the limited resources of the 
Society, the difficulties of establishing a new set- 
tlement so distant as Africa, and the opposition to 
it in this country, we are bold to claim the results 
as a complete vindication and triumph of the whole 
plan. 

The firm establishment of a free and well-order- 
ed Republic, like our own, on the continent of Afri- 
ca, and diffusing there Christian civilization, abol- 
ishing the horrid traffic in slaves, and introducing 
in its place legitimate trade, the observance of the 
Christian Sabbath, the establishment of common 
schools, the mechanical arts, husbandry, with all 
the untold-blessings of social life, is an event of 
our day over which humanity may well rejoice. 
It is no longer an experiment. The settlement, 
firmly established, now calls for mcreasing means 
only to hasten its progress. 

Your memorialists would further represent that 
the opposition to emigration existing in the minds 
of a large majority of our colored does 
not, nor should not justify a refusal of aid to those 
who entertain a different sentiment, We do not 
approve of, or ask any legislation designed to send 
emigrants to Liberia against their own will. But 
we solicit from this great and Empire State its aid 
for those colored people among us who, from their 
own convictions and of their own voluntary choice, 
desire to emigrate. 

Your memorialists urge this petition from the 
fact that other sister Free States have made such 
appropriations from their public treasury. New- 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Connecticut, Illinois, Ohio, 
and to these may be added Maryland, Virginia, and 
Kentucky, at the South, have all voted, in their 
Legislatures, from $1,000 to $5,000 per annum to 
this object. They take much more elevated 
than this. Such a benefaction is no more than an 
act of justice due to an injured race, whose ances- 
tors were brought among us bondsmen by our own 
ancestors. The colored man now asks of us the 
means of returning to Africa; and thus may-we,

By urgent invitation, the Corresponding Secre- 
tary attended a public meeting held in the Capitol, 
at Trenton, on the evening of the 7th. The Gov- 
ernor presided, and was aided by Ex-Governor 
Haines. A large audience was present, including 
influential members of the Legislature, now in ses- 
sion, and officers of the State Executive. 

Col. Alexander, President of the Senate, and 
son of the late Rev. Dr. Alexander, made the first 
address, and it is a long time since we listened to 
a more beautiful effort in its thought or elocution. 
The Rev. Mr. Finley and the Rev. Mr, Gurley fol- 
lowed with remarks which only can be made by 
able advocates engaged, successfully, as long as 
both of these gentlemen have been in this wide 
field of Christian enterprise and benevolence. The 
Rev. Mr. Blodgett, Dr. Goble, &e., were also pre- 
sent. 

Specimens of Liberian coffee and ore, from our 
office, were exhibited, and examined by the audi- 
ence with great interest. The former soon disap- 
peared, and if the latter had not been so hard, it 
would have shared the same fate. One geologist 
only, succeeded, however, in knocking off and se- 
curing a piece of the valuable metal. 

The Senate of New-Jersey has passed an ap- 
propriation at its present session of $1000 per an- 
num for five years, (85000,) to aid African Colo- 
nization, and there is every prospect that the As- 
sembly will concur.

STATE APPROPRIATIONS. 

Tue Legislature of lowa has recently appropri- 
ated fifty dollars from her treasury for the outfit 
and support of every emigrant to Liberia that 
leaves her State. We hope New-York will do 
likewise. Indiana, in February last, wade an ap- 
propriation of $5000 per annum, on the same 
terms. In one branch of the New-Jersey Legisla- 
ture, $5000 have been granted to locate her emi- 
grants on the lands purchased more in the interior 
of Liberia for their benefit and future home. 

The citizens of Kentucky are petitioning the 
Legislature for an appropriation to aid their colored 
people to go to Africa, Forty-seven went from 
that State last year, and fifty more offered to emi- 
grate, but there were not sufficient means to send 
them. These are all cheering evidences of liberal, 
enlarged, and practical benevolence towards the 
elevation of our colored population.

‘Tue Carrier Dove furnishes us another beautiful 
picture this month. The design is taken from a 
most deeply interesting letter of the beloved mis- 
sionary Bishop Payne. He writes: 

“Here is a remarkable incident. About two 
weeks ago there was every prospect of a drought. 
The people were most anxious. ‘The rice crop was 
just at the stage when the want of timely showers 
would have been fatal. A middle-aged, influential 
man, in the large native town near us, who, it ap- 
pears, had long been impressed with the truth of 
Christianity, resolved, in the extremity, to apply 
to Him who, as he had been taught, heareth prayer 
and was able to save. Coming out of his house, 
he stood before it and offered, in substance, this 
prayer; ‘O God! thou alone hast all power in 
heaven and in earth. Our idols, our xwi, (spirits 
of the dead,) we have trusted in, and found them 
vanity. We have greatly sinned in placing these 
vanities in thy stead. Have merey upon us, not 
for our sakes, but for Jesus Christ, thy Son’s sake ! 
And now, that we may know that thou hast all 
power, and that I may never doubt it again, grant 
us, in this our necessity, an abundant rain,’” 


The man, the Bishop states, passed through his 
town, offering wp this prayer in the most public 
manner. As of old, the little cloud at last appear- 
ed—the heavens grew black, the sound was heard, 
when the gracious rain descended in copious show- 
ers upon the parched earth, and the rice was saved ! 
The effect upon the natives was holy, and the pray- 
ing African declared his fixed purpose “ henceforth 
to serve God only.”

NEW-JERSEY SETTLEMENT IN LIBERIA. 
We have referred to the prospect of a liberal 
propriation from New-Jersey to colonize her col- 

ored population in Africa, On the evening of the 

18th, by invitation, we attended a meeting of the 

State Colonization Board, at Newark, where we met 

some disti friends of the cause—among 

them the Rev. Mr. Blodgett, the State Agent, Rev. 

Mr. Finley, Dr. Goble, the venerable Dr. Condict, 

de., &e. Resolutions were adopted to appoint 

committees in every township, who will coeperate 
with the State Agent in urging collections, and 
especially to be made on the 4th of July next. 

This Society intends to send out some twenty 
families to settle their lands purchased on the St. 

John's River for farming purposes. It is a fine 

interior and healthy region, aud abounds, too, in 

valuable iron ore. Proper buildings are to be pre- 
pared on their farms for the reception and residence 
of the emigrants, and it is expected that many of 
the New-Jersey colored people will embrace this 


liberal offer.

My eye very soon marked some 
decided advances in the style of building at Mon- 
rovia, but I am told the river settlements are yet 
more improved.

Dean Sim:—I have now been here nearly a 
week. The British steamer came to-day on its 
way to England, and, as I have just returned from 
an excursion up the river, a few lines as to first 
impressions may be ventured. These may be mod- 
ified by further observation. Farming on a large 
scale is beginning, and with promising results. l 
think for coffee culture no part of the world can 
exceed Liberia. 

The great point of investigation before my mind 
has had relation chiefly, however, to the subject 
of acclimation. 

Exactly what should be done I am not now pre- 
pared to say. Opinions are very numerous here 
and conflicting, but all admit that something must 
be done. 

The opinions may be classified to embrace two 
plans, one a hospital system, the other a preparatory 
improvement of farms and erection of houses, dc. 

My impressions, at present, are in favor of the 
hospital system ; for though it will involve at first 
a heavy outlay, and require the entire service of a 
competent and faithful physician and nurses, yet 
by its greater economy and control, and exemption 
from heavy losses, it promises more satisfactory re- 
sults. 


The Legislature are discussing a case of griev- 
ance with England for the conduct of her consul 
. IL hope it will pass off, but am 
apprehensive of difficulties. 

Please expect drafts at ten days’ sight, drawn up- 
on your treasury, to arrive in March, for the amount 
of about thirteen hundred dollars, still due on the 
charter party of the Estelle. I am endeavoring to 
incite some liberal enterprise among the Liberia 


toward a New-York and Liberia packet line. They 
talk favorably, but as yet do not act.

The 
session of our Legislature commenced this morning, 
and I hope it will be a profitable and harmonious 
one. I send you a specimen of some kind of me- 
talic ore brought by a native a little ways in the in- 
terior of Grand Bassa, where he reports it as inex- 
haustibly abounding. We take it to be lead ore. 
Please let me know the result of its investigation. 
I put it in the letter bag. We look for President 
Roberts the middle of this month.

The specimen referred to by Mr. Benson is beau- 
tiful and very rich. We think it is Cobdalt, an 
oxyd combined with iron, &e. The great use of 
this ore is to give a permanent blue color to glass 
and enamels upon metal, porcelain, and earthen 
wares. 

We shall have the specimen properly examined 
and report the result to Mr. B. What a blessing 
to Western Africa would be the introduction of the 
blast and the anvil among the natives! They have 
iron in abundance, but on the coasts obtain it chiefly 
from the European traders, not attempting to man- 
ufacture it themselves. In the interior, however, 
there are iron mines, and the natives make spades, 


sabres, knives, arrows, daggers, and lances. Of 


the two last articles, we have specimens among the 
African curiosities of our office. 

Such of the smiths as possess superior skill, care 
but little for coarse work, making ornaments of 
gold and silver, bracelets, rings, and chains. These 
goldsmiths finish their work very neatly, as we 
know from personal inspection, and although they 
are destiture of the most necessary tools, Their im- 
plements are arude anvil, hammers, a few files, a pair 
of pincers, with a bellows, composed of two goat- 
skins. They are itinerant artisans, setting up their 
workshop before the hut of their customers. The 
precious metal is weighed out to them and worked 
in the presence of their employers, and they receive 
various articles of gold and silver in payment for 
their work. Thus they travel about, but return an- 
nually to their own villages.

To the President and Directors of the New-York State Oolonisation

GentLemen :—I emigrated, under your auspices, 
to this country, in the brig “ Oriole,” in 1852, and 
after a great deal of suffering and distress have 
regained my health, and am endeavoring to regain 
the heavy losses I have sustained by sickness and 
mismanagement. 

[have @ farm on the St. Pauls River, with 
twenty acres of land in cultivation, fifteen of which 
bear sugar cane, and the others coffee, potatoes, 
ginger, plantains, and garden vegetables. The 
sugar cane is ripening fast, and I ought now to 
have a sugar mill toexpress the juice. But I have 
not got the money to buy one, and I therefore ask 
the aid of your Board to furnish me with a mill, 
three rollers, a steam-engine of six or eight horse- 
power, four kettles, of forty-five, sixty, seventy-five 
and one hundred gallons, with all the necessaries 
belonging to a mill, except fire brick, which I can 
get here, sending me two casks (sperm oil, two hun- 
dred gallons) of best lime. I can and will pay 
you out of the first crop, as I am confident | have 
sixteen thousands pound sugar nett, worth here ten 
cents by wholesale, which I can grind and sell by 
ist of June. There are two mills here, but they 
do not do one quarter of what is required, as they 
are worked by manual labor, and the nearest is 
three miles from my farm, causing me much labor, 
trouble and expense, and one-half of my cane—facts 
which | hope will weigh well with your Board, and 
induce you to extend the assistance I ask. 

My farm is already the largest in Liberia, and is 
likely to be the most productive. 

lts size and arrangements have caused many 
other persons to open their lands for farming, which, 
when I came here, was most shamefully neglected. 
My course having led on others, my success would 
give great encouragement to agriculture, and I 
therefore venture to express the hope that you will 
not fail to extend the aid to me which has been ex- 
tended to others, who have proven unworthy of it, 
by leaving your property to ruin instead of offering 

it for public use, as was intended. 

My farm has a central location, and a steam milj 
would be a blessing to the whole community. I 
could grind up my cane in two weeks, and then 
grind up the cane of all the others in my neighbor- 
hood, forasmall toll. I have a superior sugar- 
maker from the “ Rice emigrants’’ of Louisiana, at 
Sinoe, and expect to increase my sugar interest 
largely if I get the mill I ask of your Board, from 
whom I would be glad to hear via England.
